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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding to Applicants' argument that Hong's 
ohmic layer 106 is not the claimed "electroconductive element." Electroconductive element is understood to one of ordinary skill in the art 
as something that conducts electricity. Dictionay.com defines "electroconductive" as "having the property or capability of conducting 
electricity." Hong teaches that layer 106 conducts static electricity, thus an "electroconductive element." Responding to Applicants' 
argument about Hively reference, the final Office Action pointed to metal layer 120 in fig. 1 of Hively as the claimed "electroconductive 
element" and not layer 122 Applicants point to. 
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
